The ſame Conſideration may comtort us, when, 
by Death, we loſe our Relations and Friends : 
For tho* they depart, yet we knowing that 
they Dye 77 ihe Lord, and that tho' Death 
{trike- them to the Heart ; yet the Strength 


and Curſe of it is taken oft, we ought to Re- 

ard their departure out of this World as a 
Feinct to them, however it etves an 0cca- 
{ion of Mourning unto us. 

I ſhall briefly explain the meaning of the 
Words of the Text, before I raiſe my Doctrine 
from them. They declare that our Lord Je- 
ſys was partaker of Humane Narnre, with” 
this defign, that by: Dying he might deſtroy 
the Power of Death: and at the ſame time 
they give us a thought that will ſuggeſt the 
frongelt Contolation in.a Dying Hour. Chriſt 
found, us to be held equally in the Fetters of 
Sin, as in the Bands of Death: He there- 
fore came into the World, - aftam'd our Na- 
ture, and dyed, that by the Sacrifice of him- 
{ek Expiating our Gullt, and ſatisfying Di- 

ne Juſtice, he mighrdeliver us from the Sha- 
very of Sin, and the Tyranny 6f Satan who 
held ' us: under the Sentence of the Law - as 
condemn'd ro Dye, and fo had the Power 
of Death-over us. That we may more clear- 
. I} underifand that ſad Condition into which 
Siii hath "brought the Sons -of fall'n Adazr, 
and - by which Satan - hath obtain'd ſuch. a 
- fSregdfv} Dominion over them, we mult con- 
"fider that the Scripture expref{2th a threefold 
Death to which Sumers axe obnoxious, One 
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is that of which we continually ſee. viſible 
Inſtances, and of which every one of us, tho? 
now alive-and in health, ſhall at-the.appoint- 
ed hour bean Example. This death puts an 
end to-a Man's being in this World, and the 
time will ſurely come in which we ſhall ceaſe 


to dwell here, and our . Friends ſhall know * 


us no»more, tho? they-may remember us.s This 
Death parts Soul and Body,once ſo dear Com- 
panions in this 'World, and muru4{-partners 
of Joys, and Pains: And this Death ſends the 
Immortal Spirit to an everlaſting State - of 
Bliſs-or Miſery ; and lays down the decay'd 
Body: in the Grave to be Rebuilt in-a Jjoy- 
ful, or diſmal ReſurreQion. Tho? it is this 
Death which the generalicy of Mankind doth 
molt fear, who regarding this World;as all 
their Happineſs, account it the worlt thing 
they can fiutter co be remov'd out of it ;-Yet 
there is another Death which is far more 
dreadful, that Death - which-tho* ſtupid Sin- 
ners do not teel, yet firikes thraugh; the, Vi- 
tals of their Souls, and which; not only. dagk- 
ens the Mind, and daimps that - holy Fire 
which in Man's primitive -Conſtitucien per- 
perually flam'd in. his Breaſt, and enkindled 
his Aitcctions, and mov'd them roward God ; 
bur d<adens.all our Powers and Faculties, and 
makes Man to , be dead in, Sin, Eph. 2. 1. 
and utterly difabled to do.any thing that is 
Goods It is by this Death «that Sarag, hath 
the advantage and gains a Dominion over us, 
and leads us Captive at his Will, and prevail- 
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Ingly tempts us to Sin and Dye,,were it not 
for this Spiritual Death which” hath dif: 
arm'd .and weaken'd us, and which expoſeth 
us defencelels to his Attacks, he could not 
on all occafions get-{o eafie a' Victory over 
us. . Nay. were 1t not that this Spiritual 
Death hath univerſally ſeiz'd Mankind, the 
Devil would have lirtle butineſs on Earth; 
and have no more to do here, than in Hea- 
ven. And now conizquent t9 this Spiritual 
Death -is that which is Eternal; which is 
all Anguiih and Torture of Mind withour 
Intermithon or End, and which is that never- 
cealing Miſery and Woe under which the 
Devils and Damn'd Spirits do -hopelelly groan. 
Whereas then we were dead in Sin, © and 
appointed to dye, as it was a Curſe -threat- 
ned to the Sinner, and were Sentenc'd to un- 
dergo all the horrors'ct Eternal Death, Chriſt 
came on purpoſe to take oft the Curle of the 
one, and entirely to free us ftom ' the other. 
And fince it was by dying that he defign'd ro 
fubvert the Devil's Empire of Death, be 
took Humane Nature into Union with him- 
{:1t, thar he might be capable of Suttering, 
and Dying. ' Forafmuch as the Children were 
partakers of Fleſh and Blood, The Children, 
thoſe of the Sons .of Men whom God the 
Father had given him. Thus in 'the Verſe 
preceding the Text. Bebold T, and the Chil- 
drey, which God: hath groen me, in which he 
reters to-1/a. 8. 18. The Children. thoſe whom 
Chriſt came to redeem from the Curſe - the 
| | 2W, 
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Law. and to ſave from the power of Sin, ands 
Death'; and cruel Dominion of the Devil. 
Foraſmuch as theſe Children were partakers 
of Fleſh and Blood, &c. If any ask what is 
meant by Fleſh and Blood, his own experti- 
ence may ſufficiently reſolve him. We all 
feel the Miſeries, Sorrows and Pains of our 
corrupt - and frail Conſtitution, and after ha- 
ving been weakened by various Diſcaſes which 
inceſſantly batter our decaying Frame, we 
rauſt lie down, and die. By Fleſh, and Blood 
in Scripture, not mere Humane Nature is'al- 
ways fignify'd, but *tis ofren meant as It is 
deprav'd by Sin, corrupted, and . polluted, 
Rom. 8. 4,5. Gal. 5. 19, 24. 1 Cor, 15.50. 
» Bur in other places of Scripture F/z/þ *and 
Blood 'import the Natural Conſtitution of 
Man's being without the inherent Malignity 
of Sin ; (AMatrh. 26. 41:) but yet infirm, and 
frail, and ſubjetto Pains, and Sorrows. Now 
the” Children of Men are partakers of Fleſh 
and Blood, not only weak and frail, but fin- 
fak and defild. They all communicate of it" 
\ (for ſo the word waerrernce fignihes ):, and 
this corrupted Maſs of Humane. Nature tain- 
red firſt in Adam, is.diftus'd: through all his. 
Poſterity, and is the common portiomin which 
they. parricipate, and Milſeries and Sorrows 
are . their wretched Inheritance. Now our 
Lord Jeſus aflum'd Humane Nature into U- 
nion with himſelf not with thoſe Carmptions 
and Lufts which Infect it in us. No!-He was 
Holy in the firſt Conſtitution of his -Being, 
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C£xc. 1. 35.) in his Conception and Bitth : 
And all the time of his abode here below 
he was Holy, Harmleſs, and . ſeparate * hem 
977mers, Heb. 7. 25. And the manner of . the 
Expreſſion in the Text implyeth as much. 
For when the Apoſtle ſpeaks of Chriſt's afſu- 
ming this our Nature, he alters the Phraſe, 
he doth not ſay wry, he communica- 
ted it with us, or. pollefſed it in com- 
mon, as we have it in our Perſons with all. 
the Contagion of Sin adhering to it : But 
wig: HI av, be took part of the ſame, 
'the lound- part in all the Effentials of Hu- 
mane Being without the other that was * 
tainted, and polluted. Now that the Eternal 


Son ſhould be as truly Man, as he was God, & 


was 'necetifry, that he. might be a fit, » and 

roper Mediator, that the Threatning of the 

aw might be made good. for as it was de- 
nounc'd- that Man finning ſhould die, this Pu- 
niihment was inflicted on a Perſon who was 
really; Man. bearing our Sins as imputed to 
him 2- It was neceffary, alſo, thar our Re- 
deemer ſhould aflume Humane Nature, that 
there might be a Change or Commutartion of 
Perſons between him and us; not. Natural as 
if we were transform'd* into his Being, or he 
into ours, but Legal, ſo that he truly appear'd 
in our:ſtead to anſwer what the violated Law 
charg'd upon us, and to fatisfie oftended Ju- 
ſtice.- He really repreſented us in what he 
ſufferd, ' and acted for our Redemption, in- 


ſomuch as the Sufferings-which he —_ 
an 
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and the Righteouſneſs which he perform'd# 


are plac'd to our Account by God his Father, 
who admitted that he ſhould put his own 
Perſon in the room of our Guilty ones, tak- 
ing our Sins upon him and ſuffering the Pu- 
niſhments due to them, and accepted for us 
what Chriſt did, and ſuffered in our ftead, to 
all the real Intents, -and Purpoſes of our Juſti- 
fication as if we had ſufferd, and done irour 
ſelves. And fince the manner of making ſa- 
tisfaCtion'for Sin was to be by undergoing the 
Penalty which it deſerv'd, and God had threa- 
ten'd. and this was Death (Ger. 2. 15.) not 
only Separation of Soul and Body, but the 
Wrath of God, which gives deep and Þier- 
cing Wounds to a Spirit, it was therefore 
eedful that the Perſotn who offer d up him- 
ſelf asan Expiratory Sacrifice for us ſhould be 
Man, that he might be capable of Dying. 
For God cannot dye, nor be {uſceptive of the 
Inflictions of his, own Wrath and Juſtice: 
Noy could an Angel dye, as Death imports 
fparation of Soul and Body which thoſe*Spi- 
rits have not, and therefore this among o- 
thers may be given as a reaſon why the Apo: 
ſtle ſays (Heb. 2. T6.) That he took not on 
him ihe Nature of Angels but the Seed of A- 
braham. For by Death which cannot make 
any imprefion on an Angelick Nature, hut 
may on the Humane, Chriſt intended zo de- 
ſtroy him that bad the power of Death, that 15, 
the Devil. Theſe Words which are the lat- 
ter part of -my Text expreſs the means by 
| which 
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* Which our Triumphant Lord Jeſus gain'd the 
ViQtory over Satan. He might haveemploy'd 
his Invincible Power as God to conquer this 
Enemy of Mankind who had uſurp'd a Domi- 
nion in. the World. The fame Jeſus who 
made Legions of Devils tremble at his Voice, 
when he forc'd them by a powerful Com- 
mand to go out of the Man poſi:is'd ; could 
by the Power and Glory of his Divinity have 
entirely riot only vanquifh'd. but deſfroy'd him 
withour Dying himfelf. But fince God was 
angry with Man, and provok'd by his Sin had 
' Juſtly permitted Satan to have Dominion over 
him, and ſince it was by: Man's Sin that the 
Devil had obtain'd the power of Death, 
therefore his Empire could not be ſubverted 
bur by taking away Sin the ſtrength of it. And 
Sin could not be remov'd but by an Expiation 
of its Guilt, and aboliſhing the Curſe of the 
Law. and appeaſing God's Wrath, and 1artis- 
tying his Juſtice. And all this could not be 
effected without a Sacrifice ſufficient to make 
an . Atonement. And no other Sacrifice was 
there, or indeed could be but our Dying Re- 
deerner : So neceflary was it for him to die, 
That by Death be might deſtroy him who bad 
the Power of Death, that zs the Devil. This 
latter part of the Verſe which I fix on as the 
Subject of my. Diſcourſe affords a Do&rine 


ſuitable to the occaſion of it.

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OBSERVATION. 
That the a Believer is not excus'd from 
' Dying, yet Satan being conguer'd by C o_ 
bath not the power of Death over him. He 


cannot make it a_ Curſe to him, for Chriſt 
hath taken away Sin which rendred it ſuch. 


He cannot diſtra&t him with amazing Fears, }. - 


nor throw his Conſcience into the Convulli- 
ons of Deſpair from Apprehenfions of Guilt, 
for Chriſt by þzs Blood hath purg'd bis Conſci- 
ence from Dead Works, that he may draw near 
#nto God in full dſſurance of Faith, Heb. 10. 
22. Hecannot affect his Soul with the malig- 
nant Influences of a Spiritual Death,. fos tho* 
indeed it was once dead 7 17eſpaſſes and Sins, 
yet it is now guickned by Chriſt eſs, Eph. 
2. I. He cannot bring the believing Soul with- 
th the Confines of Eternal Death, tor zhere 7s 
no Condemnation to him being in Chriſt Feſt, 
Rom. 8. 1. And he having overcome ſhall not 
be burt of the ſecond Death, Rev. 2. 11. Not 
the leaſt part of it can ever be his Pottion, 
none of its Anguiſh and Woe ever fall upon 
him, nor ſhall any of the Flames. of Divine 
Anger which burn to'the loweſt Hell, evet 
Pierce his Soul, for his Blefled Jeſus hath dec P 
{roered him from the Wrath to come 1 Theſ. T: 
Io. What tho* his Soul muſt patt from the 
Body as well as others fiice 7 25 appornted 
#nto all Men once to die Heb. 9.27. Yet there. 
ts no Curſe in his Death; nor can the Devit 
C ftrike* 
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Prike any Sting of it into his Heart, -nor 
wound his Conſcience with Defpair, nor can 
all his Malicions: Arts do him any Miſchief. 
Whar tho the Believer 1s not priviledg'd a- 
ginſt the common Fate of all Men, yet he 
is {ccurd from the bad Effects of it, and from 
all the dreadtul Conſequents which purſue 
every wretched Man who dies in Unbelief 


ard with the weight of all his Sins linking 


down” his\ Soul. But the Believer evei 1n 

dving is in 2 ſtate of Safety, and Death trom 

being a Curie as it is to all others, is chang'd 

into a Blethng, for it doth not extingutſh Fs 

Life, but only tranflate it to Happineſs and 
Glorv.

_ 1. How 1s it that Satan hath the Power of 

cath? Hath he any quſt Title to his Domi- 
nions? IS'any Authority due to him? Or 
doth he by righr ſway the Scepter of this 
Kingdom ? Or harh he the ſupream Com- 


mand over the Lives of Creatures as God * 


kath, Who Kills, and makes alive as he plea- 
icth, Dent. 32.39. 1 San. 2. 6. No certain- 
If. Tt is all an uſurp'd Tyranny which' God 
permits him to exerciſe over tallen Man to 
puniſh the Rebellion of that Ingrateiul Crea- 

rure 
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ture who would not be ſthjeQ to Chriſt's 
Milder Scepter. But how did Satan gain this 
Power of Death ? 

1. He obtain'd it by the Conqueſt of Man, 

and by making him a Rebel againſt his God, 
{ubdued him to himſelf. He erected his Em- 
vire upon the Ruins of this fallen Creature, 
for ever fince he overcame our firſt Father in 
Paradiſe, his wretched: Poſterity have been 
the Trophies of his Victory, till Chriſt asa  ; 
mightier Conqueror reſcued thoſe whom God 
had given to him to be Redeem'd. Thus tt 
was by Sin that the Devil conquer'd Man, 
and obtain'd the power of Death over him 
Condewn'd to Dye. Thus it was by Sin that 
he emarg'd his Dominions beyond the*Con- 
- fines of Hell, and got footing here on Earth, 
and fer up his dark Kingdom in the World, 
and rules in the Children of Difobedience, 
Eph. 2. 3. 
_ 2. He hath the Power of Death as he hath 
brought Men under the Law of Sin and Death, 
inſomuch as they are fo far from being ſub- 
Jett to God, and his Righteous Laws as they 
are enflav'd ro thoſe of Sin, and the Reward 
of their wretched Service and Obedience is 
Death, of which the Devil hath the Power, 
and it is Sin that gives it him. What 1s the *® 
Scepter of Chriſt's Kingdom ? It is Righte- 
oulneſs Heb. 1. 8. Vihar is the Scepter of Sa- 
tan's Kingdom 2? Nothing but Sin. It is by 
this he gets his Power. It is by this he holds 
Men in Bondage, It is by this he wiD 
2 an 
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and tortures their Cenſciences, and drives 


\ them to deſpair. And it is by this he endea- 


vours to keep the Soul in {laviſh fear and bon- 
dage, and to hinder it from believing and tru- 
ſting in Chriſt. 

3. Satan more and more encrealſeth this 
Power which he hath of Death by promoting 
the Efficacy of Sin, and tempting Men to 
commit it. How doth he ſtrengthen the Bands 
of Dearh, and tie them faſter on us ? It is by 
increafing the force of Sin in drawing us to 

| Teiterated Acts, and ſo we.are the more-en- - 
tangled, ard with all our Struglings are una- 
ble ro get looſe. How is it that he binds Men 


& over ſecurely to Eternal Death ? It is by har- 


dening them in Unbeliet and Impenitence; 1s 
treaſure up Wrath againſt the Day of Wrath, 
Rom. 2. 5. It wethen did hut ſerioully think, 
that every time the Devil enticeth us to Sin, 
Death is in the Snare, and that tho he co- 
vers the Miſchief wirh the alluring colours 
of Pleaſure, Profht, or Honour, yet he really 
tempts us to Murther our Souls, we ſhould be 
more aware of his many Devices, and Indu- 
ſtriouſly avoid all thoſe little Artifices by 
which he exerciteth on us the power which 
he hath of Death. 

4+ He makes uſe of this power in torturing 
the Conſciences cf Men with the Fears of 
Death. Death indeed is ſo contrary to Na- 
ture, and looks ſo like an utter extinction of 
Being, rhat if Chriſt had not given us affu- 
Trance of a Blelſed Iminortality, there is not 
| | EVEn 
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even a good Man who would not regret to 
dye. But he is not upon the wrack' perpetu- 
ally tortur'd with the horrors of it as wicked 
Men are when they ſee it make near approa- 
ches to them. For not only the Face of Death 
it {elf is dreadful as it comes to hurry them 
from all enjoyments of this Lite, in which 
they plac'd all their happineſs; but going out 
ot the World they have a proſpect of the fad 
Regions of Deſpair into which they areentring. 
The Devil who flatter'd them before, and genr- 
ly ſeduc'd them to.Sin, now puts on his natural 
aftrighting Viſage, accuſeth, and threatneth 
them with all. the mercileſs Looks of an Exe- 
cutioner. And that which makes. the thing 
more dreadful. the Law of God accuſethand 
condemneth the unbelieving Sinner, and this 
gives force to the Devil's Accuſations, for 
without it he could not accuſe, threaten, and 
perplex any Men with the Terrors of Death. 
No! It is $in which rs the ſting of death, and the 
trength of SinisitheLaw,s Cor.15.56.It is thus 
the Devil uſeth his Power to keep Men in a 
{laviſh ſytmiſhon to him, ang as atrue Ty- 
rant he Governs his Subjeas only by fear. 
5. The Devil hath the power of Death in- 
aſmuch as he is. the Inſtrument of God's Ven- 
geance inflicting the ſecond Death. He is the 
Jaylour and Executioner in Hell, where Dzath 
keeps its Court, and firs on a Throne. Now 
in this reſpect Satan hath nothing to do with 
a Believer, who being freed from Sin, and 
the Curſe, and Condemnation of the _ 
| 2 hall 
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ſhall never be deliver'd to this Tormentor, as 
the Expreſſion is Marth. 18. 24. Nor hathhe 
power” to inflict Temporal Death-on. the Be- 
liever. He cannot ſeparate our Souls and Bo- 
dies as he pleaſeth. It this were permitted 
him, what Slaughter and Devaſtation would 
he make in the World ? . He deſtroys indeed 
the Souls of Wicked Men, bur it is with their 
conſent, and they are their owi* Murtherers. 
But Men die according yo God's Appoint- 
ment, and by thoſe ways and means. which he 
_ tore-ordain'd to put an end unto their 
Ives. 


1. The ſecond part of my. Diſcourſe is to 
prove that Chrift by dying hath deſtroy'd $a- 
tan and the power of Death at once. He 
hath deſtroy'd Satan not by extinguiſhing his 
Being, for the innumerable Milſchiefts which 
he doth, ſhew him to be alive, and very vi- 
gorous and active. But as a Tyrant is faid 
to be ruin'd when his Throne -is overturn'd, 
and his-cruel oppreflive Government is ſub- 
verted ; 1ſo Satan is {aid to be deſtroy'd, when 
his Kingdom is 1o, and this hath Chriſt ac- 
complith'd by his Death, for. he hath Re- 
deem'd the Elect Sons of Men out of the De- 
yil's Power, and reduc'd them to his own 
Kingdom, inſomuch as Satan hath no more 
Dominion over them. | 
*I, It is evident that Chriſt hath deftroy'd 
Datan, and the Power of Death, - becauſe his 
great Dczfign in aſſuming our Nature was to 


accompliſh 
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accompliſh this Glorious Work. He came 
into the World notto make himſelf Great and 
Honourable, and to raiſe an Earthly Empire, 
which he might eafily have done whenever 
he pleas'd. But he came to perform a more 


-dreadful and difficult Undertaking. He came 


to ſuffer the Puniſhment due unto us, that fo 
he might be a proper Sacrifice and the great 
Propitiation to ſatishe God's Juſtice, and ap- 
peale his Wrath, and Redeem us who were 
obnoxious to it, and ſubject to the Curſe of 
the Law- He came to bear our Sins, to he 
wounded for our Tranſgreſons, to be bruis'd 
for our Iniquities, to have the Chaſtiſemenr 
of our Peace laid upon him, that by his 
Stripes we might be heal'd, !/a. 523. 5. He 
came to live miſerably. as a Man of Sorrows, 
and acquainted with Grief, and at laſt to die 
for us to endure God's Anger, and undergo 
Divine Vengeance. And he dyed on purpole, 
that he might deſtroy the Power of Death; 
and that the Curſe and Sting of it being lefr 
in his own Soul, it mighr do u$-no hurt. 
Thus his great Dziign was to deliver us from 
Death, that it might not bea Curſe and Hor- 
rour to us when we pals through its Gloomy 
Shaddow, that it' might not have power to 
hold us in its Bands, but thuc our Souls might 
immediately at the expiring of--our lateſt 
Breath paſs into a ffate of Immortal Life and 
Untading Bliſs, 'and our dead Bodies revive, 
and breaking the -Priſons of the Grave rejoyce 
in a Glorious. Reſurrection. This was the 
great 
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grcat Performance for which he came into the 
World; It was for this God the Father ap- 


* pointed him in the Eternal Conncils between 


him and his Glorious, Son.' It was for this 
the Father ſent him, 7oh. 3.16. And this was 
the Work which the Son did cheartully un- 
dertake, Heb. 10:6, 7,8, 9, 10. It was this 
great BulineſS which he had in his Mind and 
Thoughts, when he liv'd here on Earth, and 
of which he 1o trequently. .diſcours'd to his 
Diſciples. . And what ! Can wethink it pol- 
fible tor Chriſt to fail in the Execution of his 
gs Dehgn. How ſhould he who was 
eclar'd to be the Son of God with Power tail 

in accompliſhing that Work which was the 
aim of his Mind, the defire of his Heart : 
That Work concerning which he expreſfleth 
the warmeſt eagerneſs of Spirit till it were ac- 
complith'd, Luke 22. 15. Nothing certainly 
{hall fruſtrate what Chrilt ſo ellis intend- 
ed. Nothing: can hinder the Believer from: 
partaking the Fruits, and Benefits of his admi- 
rable Performance, Rom. 8. 33, 34, 35, 33,39- 
No! He Travail'd in the Greatneſs of his 
Strength as one Mighty to fave, 1/a. 63. 1.

when this is taken oft- from-our Conftientes, 
the other in whatever unpteafing FormsG6f Di- 
feaſes*it approacheth , us, is really nothing 
more but at: eafie Sleep in the 'Boſom: of Te- 
ſus.

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{ad experience may convince you, that a Man 
by continuing in Stn, - and frequent commil:

or tecl the eftects of it, -and tho? our Freinds 
Dye in the Lord, yer their Dearh ſhows us 
what Sin broughr into the World, and when 
we hearthem breathing our their laſt Groans, 
this may brivg to our minds what miſchic: 
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Sin does. Let us confider that tho* our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt has obtain'd the' pardon of Sin, 
and taken away the infliction of Vindittive 
F Juſtice; yet it is true , that by every Sin 
which we commit,, we diſpleaſe God and 10 
diſpleaſe him that he will make us to feel 
his Fatherly correQtion.

his Church. He was a Man of a diſcerning,
